LETTERS TO UNCLE SAM 


— 


News Office, Dec. 13, 1917. 


My Dear Uncle Sam: Having received 
a number of letters from me, you probably 
know by this time that when I have a kick 
to make I do not hesitate to make it, and 
use plain United States language in the 
making. 

My particular roar this time is over a 
lot of your hired men who are not making 
good, notwithstanding they are drawing 
down big salaries so to do. 

These hired men of yout's keep telling me, 
and all the rest of the poor guys all over 
the country who are, collectively, Mr. Ulti- 
mate Consumer, that we should observe a 
wheatless day to save wheat and bread; to 
cat corn bread to save the light bread: to 
Hooverize and not have a speck left on our 
plates or in the garbage can;. to economize 
on food all we possibly can, and not eat 
any more than we absolutely have to, to 
keep soul and body together. 

This is doubtless goog jdvice, and I am 
in favor of it, and am ‘heeding it. Iam 
doing my bit, and so are all by neighbors. 
Some days I don’t eat any meat; some days 
I don’t eat any bread; some days I cut out 
pie; some days I don’t put any sugar in 
the coffee, and some days I don’t eat at 
all, but just pull up my belt another notch 
aud fool myself into thinking I am full 
instead of empty. I have made no ob- 
jection to all this, although my backbone 
and stomach are gradually getting so near 
to each other that I have to stand in two 
places now to cast a shadow. 

So far'so good. But the roar I am 
making is this: While we, the common 


people, are admonished to do all these 


things, and are doing them, to the best of 
our ability, the dispatches continue to be 
full of such news as the following: 

‘““The Ur'ted States Secret S2rvice has 
discovered around New York about $75,- 
000,000 worth of food being stored away 
for higher prices.” 

And this is only one instance out of 
hundreds. Your hired men find out that 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
food is being stored away in everv big 
city in the land, by profiteering pirates, 
for higher prices and further opportunity 
to rob the whole people, and what do they 
do about it? They don’t do anything 
about it, except shoot off their mouths, and 
then go back to: their offices and send me 
forty more cireular letters telling me to 
pull my Belt up yet another hole and not 
eat any meat tomorrow, or bread next day, 
cut out the butter and fats, look not upon 
the sugar when it giveth its sweetness in 
the cup, and get myself down to one oat a 
day as soon as possible. Well, you may 
just tell ’em for me that I am going ’on 
strike, and won’t do any such dodgasted 
thing anymore—that I am going to start 
right in now and eat all I can hold, of 


“everything eatable that I can get hold of, 


if I die of indigestion and gout the next 
day! 

If the big scamps and plundering profit 
pirates are going to be allowed to go right 
on with their demnable hoarding of all 
kinds of food all ovet the country, as they 
are, your hired men have certainly got a 
castiron nerve to holler their heads off at 
me for daring to eat a square meal once 
a Week, { ; 

Again: I get a letter from them, among 
hundreds of others, telling me that I 
should now commence at once to warm up 
my home place less, and get used to a cold- 
er temperature, in order to constrve the 
coal, so the battleships and allies can have’ 


-it. All right. I have beeen doing that, 


also, and have burned up all the old boxes’

One man, George 
Sands, who has $50,000 invested in the 
stock received $40,000 dividends upon it 
this week! 

What is done about it? Nothing! In 
other words, I am admonished to get out 
and run around the block to keep warm, 
and to break the icicles off the end of my 
nose with a hammer, in order that a lot 
of coal barons can reap profits of eighty- 
percent upon their money! [f you would 
take away from them seventy per cent of 
that eighty, as you ought to, the rest of us 
could take that money and buy all the fire 
wood in the whole bloomin’ country, for 
this particular coal company is only a fair 
sample of all the rest of them . 

Your trade commission found that a 
fair profit could be made by print paper 
wholesalers and mills by selling to the 
publisher at three cents a pound. Yet I 
have been paying eight cents, and paid 
six and a half yesterday, by the ton. Your 
hired men find out these things, but do 
nothing to put a stop to it, and yet demand 
of the common everyday man and woman 
that they scrimp on food, scrimp on coal, 
scrimp on everything!

If they will cause the hoarded food and 
ether supplies to be turned loose from 
their hiding places, the warehouses and 
cold storage plarts, there will be a \chole 
lot less necessity for the poor to go on half 
rations. °

‘bit, as best I can, but by the ever living 


Father, I would feel more like doing it if 
justice was handed out to the profiteering 
bucaneers who are robbing right and left 
with impunity. 

It is a rotten rule that only works one 
way, and all this Hooverizine business is 
altogether too much like a jug handle—all 
on one side. 

If T am to eat bran and cockleburs, and 
rub my back against a fencepost to gct up 
warmth, my dear Uncle, will you kindly 
see to it that the hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of food mentioned above is 
turned loose in the marts of trade, end that 
coal and other pirate companies reap less 
benefits than eighty percent upen the 
bucket of dirt and shale and slate I am esk- 
ed to conserve?

POISONED FOODS

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 12—Dozens 
of sample package of a breakfast 
food‘ distributed in the residential 
district of the city were seized by the 
Police today and found to contain 
ground glass and a reddish sub- 
stance believed to be poison. 

Police and federal authorities stat- 
ed. on investigation that it was their 
belieef that the food was distributed 
at the instigaion of alien enemies.
